REASON FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The supplemental amendment, filed December 3 1 , 2008, has been entered. 

2. The prior art of record fails to teach or suggest the claimed invention individually or in 
combination the limitation of searching, from a local datastore, the plurality of heterogeneous 
federated datastores; creating the persistent federated folder on the local federated datastore 
within the federated content management system; wherein the persistent federated folder 
collectively saves federated search results from each of the respective heterogeneous federated 
datastores, to act as a container in a workflow process, and to act as a container for a set of 
objects with similar characteristics, and is further stored in a non-transient manner to permit data 
stored in the persistent federated folder to be queried with a federated query" as set forth in 
claims 1, 33, and 39. 

3. The closest prior art, Chang et al. in view of Chou et al., describes a multi-searching 
system with capabilities to cross a combination of heterogenous datastores. However, Chang et 
al. in view of Chou et al. does not teach or suggest the limitations cited above as being free of 
any prior art when read in the claims as a whole.
